Momentous Question Settled 


1 by a Detective 


PBISONEB'IS IDENTIFIED 


Suspect Claimed to Have Worked In 


Connecticut and His Statement Is 
Verified by Former Employer—An- 
swered Blondln's Description 


Boston, July JO.~Ciilef Wade of the 


Massachusetts state police received s 
message last night from Officer Dun- 
ham, 
who went to Gruharnsville, N. Y., 


that there was nothing to warrant tbe 
holding of the man, as be did not an- 
swer tbe description of Blondin. 


The Boston Journal has the following 


special from a staff correspondent at 
Grahamsville, N. Y.: 


"I think it is somewhat doubtful If 


the man under arrest here is Wilfred 
Blondin, who is wanted in Boston on 
the cbarge of murdering his wife, whose 
body was found la the Chelmsford 
woods several weeks ago. 
I saw the 


suspect and bad a long talk with him. 
He stoutlytdenies that h^name is Blon- 
din. 
He answers the;Description of 


Blondia to tbe letter, but, as I have 
never seen Blondln, I cannot positively 
identify him. 


"The suspect is a very bowlegged 


man, has a dark moustache, a square* 
cut chili and is about 5 feet 5 inches 
tall. 
There were India ink marks on, 


his left arm. 
The printed description 


of Blondin says tbe. much-wanted man 
weighs 160 pounds. 
This suspect is 


not so heavy by about 10 pounds, I 
should judge. But If this man if Blon- 
din. the past month of worry and travel 
would remove all superfluous flesh. 


"AH the townspeople who havfe seen 


the stranger say that every particular 
of Blondin's description, with the .pos- 
sible exception of weight, fits him ex- 
actly, and consequently every body be- 
lieves that the man is really Blondin." 


Is Not Blondin 


Putnam, Conn., July 10,—Fred\ Hem- 


lock, who has been held at Grahams- 
ville, N. Y., on suspicion of being Wil- 
fred Bloncllo, murder suspect, is well 
known here. Hemlock has lived In Put- 
nam the greater part of his life, and 
his mother ia at present iin inmate of the 
county home. The son has from time 
to time worked about the local livery 
stables as a hostler, although be has 
not been steadily employed. M. F. Joy, 
manager of a livery stable here, and a 
town constable, states that he knows 
tbe man perfectly, and Is confident of 
his identity with the Fred Hemlock of 
Putnam, as be recognizes all the points 
of the description, even to <be Ink marks 
on his arms. 
Mr. Joy says that he bas 


employed Hemlock at times at tbe 
stable, but that, on account of tbe lat- 
ter's roving disposition, be bas not kept 
steady employment Hemlock's move- 
ments are, however, known at Putnam 
np to about three months ago, when ho 
disappeared, and was beard from in 
New York a short time later.

Washington, July 10.—Another Im- 


portant exchange has occurred between 
tbe Russian government and the United 
States relative to tbe tariff. The Rus- 
sian minister of finance, M. De Witte, 
bas proposed that Russia will vacate 
all of the additional duties levied on 
American goods since the imposition of 
the sugar differential, 
if the United 


States will vacate its action on the 
sugar differential 


The proposition was the direct result 


of Secretary Hay's note of about two 
weeks ago. 
In that note, Mr. Hay 


pointed out that the action taken as to 
petroleum was not new, nor was it 
meant to have any connection with 
the previous action of the government 
on sugar. This appears to have recon- 
ciled the Russian officials in their view 
that the petroleum order was only an- 
other step in the policy previously taken 
respecting sugar. 


Accordingly, M. De Witte's response 


was communicated to Washington. It 
is not long, but it is quite to the point 
It makes no further issue as to the pe- 
troleum order. 
The chief attention is 


given to sugar, and the specific offer is 
made to vacate immediately the in- 
creased duties which Russia has levied, 
if the United States will vacate its ac- 
tion on sugar. This would amount to 
re-establishing the status quo which ex- 
isted before tbe United States took its 
Initial action relative to Russia. 


The Russian proposition was duly 


communicated to Secretary Gage, who 
has responded promptly that, as the 
sugar differential question is now be- 
fore the courts, it is not possible for him 
to avail himself of the Russian sug- 
gestions. Thus the matter stands. 


The reductions which would have re- 


sulted under M. De Witte's tender are 
those affecting cast iron wares, manu- 
factures of Iron and steel, boiler works, 
tools for artists, factories and work- 
shops; gas an£ water motors, motors 
and dynamos, sewing machines, port- 
able englnfes. not including threshing 
machines; fire engines and other ma- 
ehln*ry of iron and steel; also, white 
resin, galipot brewers' pitch and bicy- 
cles. 


The increased duties on iron and steel 


goods followed after the imposition of 
the sugar differential, while those on 
bicycles and resin followed the increase 
on petroleum. 


M. De Witte's proposal woe to take 


off all of the increased duties. In the 
course of bis letter, it is stated that the 
second retaliatory mo.ve on bicycles and 
resin was not due to' the American ac- 
tion on petroleum, although it hljd so 
appeared in the original Russian note, 
but that It related back to the American 
action on sugar. 


This Is thought to be the result of 


Secretary Gage's reply to Russia to the 
effect that its action in increasing the 
duty oa American'bicycles and resin 
was a violation of our treaty with that 
country.

The devices of anlmi! life to bridge 


over tbe winter season aud Uieir ways 
and habits during ibis time present an in- 
teresting, indeed fascinating, page of na- 
ture, writes Charles Frederick Holder. 


At tbe approach of winter animals are 


affected in various ways. In the north 
all the reptiles—snakes, lizards, frogs 
and toads, a vast concourse—disappear in 
a most miraculous maaner. Tbe snakes 
enter holes anil crevices, projecting them- 
selves as far into the earth as possible, 
end, coiled tightly, assume a condition, a 
state of coma, ia which they remain until 
the heat of the sun comes to waken 
them the following- spring, when they ap- 
pear voracious and eager for prey to re- 
habilitate them physically after months 
of fastinj. 
Tbe frogs plunge down into 


the mud of the ponds* where they have 
made music during the Ion? summer, and 
the same is true of turtles. Lizardi af- 
fect the same places as snakes and when 
taken out at this time are apparently life- 
less. 


This Is the case with the reptiles of 


the eastern and middle states or wherev- 
er there is a cold winter, ice and snow. 
But on the Pacific slope, in southern Cal- 
ifornia, iu the same latitude as the above, 
a different condition holds. Here—and 
the Snn C-^bnel valley may be taken as 
an exampr^-the lizards are subjected to 
a winter and summer every 24 hours. 
There is no snow, the days are bright 
nnd beautiful, resembling a cool eastern 
Bummer, aud insect life does not disap- 
pear. All winter I have found lizards 
basking in the sun on these bright days, 
but ns the winter day wears on and 4 
o'clock approaches there Is a very mate- 
rial change—a strange chill that affects 
reptilian life at once. It is their winter, 
and just ns the eastern lizard creeps 


i down into the earth for shelter and en- 


ters its winter sleep, so this California 
lizard crawls out of sight beneath rocks, 
Into crevices or undor the bark of trees 
and enters what is the equivalent of a 
etate of coma. It seems to shrivel, be- 
comes seemingly intensely cold, often 
stretches out its entire length and lies, to 
nil intents and purposes, dead and life- 
less, in this way passing tbe night until 
9 or 10 o'clock in the morning, when the 
rays of the sun slowly bring it back to 
life. 


This curious night coma is, BO far ns 


appearances go, Identical with the winter 
Bleep of eastern lizards. The functions 
arc in abeyance for the time and life ia 
ot its lowest ebb. In observing these 
sleepers I have found them by turning 
over the piles of stones early in the morn- 
ing and have often found a row of them, 
limp, cold and apparently dead, lying in 
the sun, to vratch the gradual return to 
life. It came very gradually, those liz- 
ards placed on their backs first showing 
signs of life by a quivering of the limbs, 
which were then drawn np. Then the 
long tail would move, and finally the little 
sleeper would clumsily nil over into an 
upright position, and as the direct rays 
of tho Eunrstruck and wanned it into .-life 
its eyes would grow brighter, and', sud- 
denly, as if touched by some magic wand, 
its bead would be lifted 
high, the 


blue breastplate gleamed in the light, 
and with an air of astonishment and 
alarm this sleeper, awakened, would dash 
over the ground and escape, once more a 
living creature, a tjpe, of activity, a 
menace to insect life. Every night in the 
California winter this1 occurs, and the 
condition can easily be superinduced by 
subjecting the animals'to artificial cold. 
The bears in southern California are 
found abroad at all times, while in tbe 
northern part of th« etate and in the east 
they enter into a complete state of hi- 
fcernation. going into their winter Bleep 
well conditioned and fat evidently living 
on the latter until spring, when, they 
emerge lean and ugly. 


Tbe change -in color of animals at the 


approach of tbe winter season is one of 
jtbe remarkable features of life. 
Tbe 


ermine, as an example, and several oth- 
ers assume a white coat, the change be- 
ing a protective feature. The ptarmigan 
has a similar habit, a change which ren- 
ders it inconspicuous to its various en- 
emies. 


At the approach of winter the birds, 


perhaps, present the most remarkable 
spectacle. 
With some few, exceptions 


they move away front tbe conditions 
which threatened them, and In what is 
popularly called the departure and return 
of the birds we contemplate a wonderful 
migration, in which the highest instinct 
of self preservation appears to have been 
developed. The birds of tbe coast have a 
definite line of migration; tbe shore line 
at this time constitutes a bird highway, 
•ver which tens of thousands are passing 
—in tbe autumn to the south, where there 
is a food supply; in tbe spring t« the 
north, to tbe fields they know so well, 
and the nesting places where the young 
are to be raised. Much of this migration 
is carried on at night high in air, and 
during storms myriads of birds are often 
confused and billed by dashing blindly 
into tbe lijhthauses that mark the high- 
Way.' 


On the Pacific coast the coast range 


and Sierra Nevada mountains constitute 
a well defined line of travel. In southern 
California tbe flight of cranes and geesa 
along this patawar is a remarkable sight. 
The birds, especially tbe cranes, cover 
long distances by soaring, gradually 
reaching within rifle shot of the ground, 
then they stop and begin a spiral move- 
ment, turning in graceful curves, flash- 
Ing like silver dollars in tbe sunlight as 
they turn and disappear, rising ever high- 
er until they are a mite or more above 
the valley, or above the summit of the 
Sierra Madre; then, as though at tbe 
command of the leader, they turn, and in 
long lines soar away with remarkable 
Telocity, literally eliding down tbe bill, 
covering six or eight miles or more be- 
fore the maneuver is repeated. 
' The winter finds the trees, groves and 
gardens deserted except by the few 
forms which defy the cold. The birds are 
•in the south—Florida, Cuba and even 
South America; tbe reptiles are housed 
.underground; insect life has been destroy- 
ed or is hibernating and will spring, into 
life in tbe spring. 
Tbe only animals 


abroad are the mammals—tbe deer, elk, 
caribou, fox, cougar, wild rat, lynx and 
other forms—which wander over the bar- 
ren wastes and in the deep snows of tbe 
woodlands, Bndiag a preenrious living 
until tho spring comes, tbe wanderers 
return and all life takes on a new mean-

The cork forests of Spain cover an area 


of 020,000 square miles, producing the 
finest cork in the world. These forests 
exist in groups and cover wide belts of 
territory, tho-«^ iri the region of Catalonia 
and part of Barcelona being considered 
the first in importance. 
-Although the 


cork forests of Estremadura and Anda- 
lusia yield cork of a much quicker growth 
and possessing some excellent qualities 
ita consistency is less rigid, and on this 
account it does not enjoy the high repu- 
tation which the cork oJ Catalonia does. 


In Spain and Portugal, where the cork 


tree, or Quercas suber, is indigenous, it 
attains to a height varying from 35 to CO 
feet and the trunk to a diameter of 30 to 
8G inches. This species of the evergreen 
oak is often heavily caparisoned with 
wide spreading branches, clothed with 
ovate oblong evergreen leaves, downy un- 
derneath >ind tbe leaves slightly serrated. 
Annually, between April nnd May. it 
produces a flower of a yellowish color, 
succeeded by tho acorns. 
Over 30,000 


square miles Sn Portugal are devoted to 
the cultivation of cork trees, though the 
tree virtually abounds in every part of 
the country. 


The methods in vogue in barking and 


harvesting the cork in Spain nnd Portu- 
gal are virtually the same. The barking 
operation is effected when the tree has 
acquired sufficient strength to withstand 
the rough handling it receives during this 
operation, which takes place when it has 
attained the fifteenth year of its growth. 
After the first stripping the tree is left 
in this juvenescent state to regenerate, 
subsequent strippings being effected at 
intervals of not less than three years, 
and under this process the tree will con- 
tinue to thrive and bear for upward of 
150 years. 


The bark is stripped from the tree in 


pieces two or three inches in thickness, 
of considerable length and of such width 
as to retain the curved form of the trunk 
whence it has been' stripped. Tbe bark 
peeler or cutter makes a slit in the bark 
with a knife perpendicularly from the top 
of the trunk to the bottom; ho makes an- 
other incision parallel to and at some dis- 
tance from the former and two short hori- 
zontal cuts at tbe top and bottom. For 
stripping off the piece thus isolated he 
uses a kind of knite with two handles and 
a curved blade. 
Sometimes, after two 


cuts have been made, he leaves the tree 
to throw off tbe baric by spontaneous ac- 
tion of the vegetation within the trunk. 


The first process through which the 


bark passes after stripping is that of boil- 
ing. 
This is sometimes done in the 


•woods, but more frequently in the cork 
factory, in large specially constructed 
caldrons in which the bark Is left to boil 
for upward of an hour, causing an in- 
crease of thickness (generally of one- 
fourth to one-fifth), elasticity of the cork 
and dissolution of the tannin and other 
substances. The boiling of the cork can 
also be effected by steam, for which pur- 
pose it is introduced into a wooden box 
lined with copper or zinc, which is filled 
with water and steom_ injected therein. 
Tho loss of weight effected by boiling the 
cork varies between 12 and 40 per cent. 


In making corks it is necessary to take 


away the hard crust or raspa, for which 
n tool is used with a short handle and 
curved blade. 
Scraping machines are 


also used, two systems being employed— 
the Besson and Tonesean. The former, 
propelled by steam,' consists principally 
of horizontal spindles supplied with comb- 
like teeth and turning at the rate of 900 
revolutions a minute. 
The Toussean 


scraper attack* tbe cork by means of a 
vertical iron shaft carrying several knives, 
whose edges arc also vertical, and by a 
rotary movement of the shaft, giving 
1,400 turns a minute, work like a brush. 


Before cutting1 the, slabs into strips 


they are cooked for about half an hour so 
as to facilitate the cutting and piled up 
eoon afterward in a damp place, so as to 
preserve the softness until ready to oper- 
ate upon. 
The slabs are divided into 


three strips, the width ot which is equal 
to the length of the corks, and in such a 
•way that If tbe corks be placed in tbe po- 
sition occupied by tbe slab on the tree 
they would have their fibers running 
alike. The workmen cut the strips by 
means of a knife with a flat surface and 
curved edge, called cuchilla de rabanar. 
•The strips are then made into squares by 
means of the cnchiDa. They then have 
the edges cut and are ready to be made 
into corks. 


Tbe squares pass into the bands of a 


workman who is furnished with a knifa 
composed of two pieces—one of them? 
similar to an ordinary knife and the other 
a blade the edge of wiilch fits into the 
first. He -holds the knife by a small iron 
catch to the' table in front of him and, 
giving the souare a circular movement, 
tbe result is that a cork is made In a few 
second*. Tht squares are usually boiled 
for about a quarter of an hour. They 
•re then deposited in a cool place, and 
four or five days afterward they are sort- 
ed and kept damp antil required. 


Machine* are also employed to make 


corks, aud all consist, at the base, of a 
knife, tbe blade of which is placed hori- 
zontally, joined generally to a piece of 
wood, to which a backward and forward 
movement is given similar to that of a 
carpenter's place. In moving, the knife 
turns the square cork, which, being at- 
tacked by the knife, takes off a strip ot 
cork more or less thick, according to tbe 
distance from tbe axle of tbe cork to the 
edge of tbe knife. If thes* are parallel, 
the result to that tha cork is cylindrical, 
and, if not. It becomes conical. The cork- 
maker or workman has several large bas- 
kets, into which he places the corks ac- 
cording to slue or quality, but this first 
classification Is not sufficient, and the 
corks aro placed upon a tablo and more 
carefully sorted. To classify tha corks 
according to size wooden boxes are em- 
ployed, the bottoms of which can be tak- 
en oat ot not in, having a kind of grat- 
ing of wood. 


The corks are worked in a solution of 


oxalic acid or bioxalate of potash. .As 
edon as washed they are placed ont to 
dry gradually In the shade, in order to 
enable them to retain tbe silky gloss 
which tbe cork has when it is damp. For 
packing. 80,000 corks constitute what is 
called a bale, but for transportation 
across the ocean bales of from 5,000 to 
30,000 corks are made.—Boston Herald.

JSven expert men needleworUers never at- 
tempt it, for it requires a deftness and 
delicacy of touch peculiarly feminine, al- 
though it bears no slightest likeness to 
the embroidery done on pliant fabrics. 


"We seek out good military embroid- 


erers, they don't have to hunt for us," 
said a prominent outfitter. 
"See this 


number '5' on this shoulder knot. The 
officer is in the Fifth artillery and is get- 
ting a new uniform. Not many workers 
could execute gold embroidery as smooth- 
ly as this. It requires years of practice 
and understanding to handle such ma- 
terial. The experts make good incomes 
and hare things their own way. 
They 


stay at home and take orders. We are 
glad to give them all the time and ma- 
terial they wish to effect such results. 
Now, I'll show you what we call stock 
wovk—the eagles and emblems on some 
ordinary steamship companies' uniforms. 
The lines are scraggly and inferior com- 
pared with the experts' work.

report of the examination of the En- 
dowment Hank, Knights of Pythias, 
by the Illinois and Connecticut in- 
surance Departments. The examiners 
were J. J. Brlnkerhoff, actuary for the 
Illinois department, and Charles A. 
Hawley, actuary for the Connecticut 
department, as&lsted. by Lucius Pfonts 
and W. L. Runyon. The examination 
was continued five weeks, 
and re- 


vealed a bad state of affairs, as con- 
ducted by the former managers of the 
Uniform Rank, with headquarters at 
Chicago. It shews poor investments 
in coal lands in Texas, in mortgage 
loans, including the Lexington hotel, 
Chicago, and its claims against the 
City National bank of Fort Worth, 
Tex. There are also no vouchers for 
a number of payments. 


In the annual reports to the insur- 


ance departments the officers reported 
as cash on hand the amounts that did 
not exist. For the Connecticut depart- 
ment for the year ended December 31, 
1800, 
the total admitted assets were 


given as $841,969.12. with liabilities of 
$419,161.14, leaving a balance of $225,- 
807.98. The investigations showed the 
assets to be $334,853.82. and liabilities 
$360,12320, leaving a deficit of $225,- 
207.34, a difference of $451,075.32 from 
the report submitted. The examiners 
state that the insured in the Uniform 
Rank need not fear as to the safety 
of their cairns, the supreme 
lodge, 


Knights of Pythias, with 
$10,000,000 


assets, is behind every certificate of 
insurance. The report of the actuar- 
ies absolves the present officials of the 
order from blame.

A NEW HIGH EXPLOSIVE.

Couot Sergey de SmollaalDoff, who 


died In Wuhlugton a few month* aco 
la poverty, left behind an Invention In 
perfecting wblch be spent tbe last few 
years of bin life. It was a high explo- 
sive to which be gave tbe came of cer- 
berlte, gays tbe Philadelphia Times, 
Some Washington business mea bad 
become interested In his invention, and 
a few days ago ths new explosive wua 
practically tested by William J. Hea- 
drieks, general manager of the com- 
pany, assisted by Richard Martm, su- 
perintendent of the company's factory. 
Tbe material used was CO per cent cer- 
berito. the equivalent of 50 per cent dy- 
namite. made up in the usual form of 
cartridges or sticks. About 70 pounds 
were placed ID nine deep boles drilled 
in tough blue sandstone ledge. When 
all was ready, an electric button was 
touched. Instantly flame leaped out of 
the nine holes, and with a rushing 
sound an immense body of stone, tora 
from tbe hillside, fell to the quarry 
floor. 


Other experiments were made show- 


ing that it is a safe explosive to han- 
dle: It may be struck with a hammer, 
rubbed with sandpaper, burned in a 
bright flame, without exploding. It can 
be exploded only by tbe simultaneous 
action of three things, flame, beat and 
concussion, which in practice are se- 
cured by means of a detonating cap. 


It is claimed for eerberlte that prac- 


tically it will cot freeze, that water 
does not affect it and that it can be ex- 
ploded when in direct contact with wa- 
ter. This was shown recently by the 
fact that some of tbe holes contained 
water anywhere from an inch or two 
to a foot in depth. Cerberlte does not 
give off when exploded noxious fumes 
or gases and Is smokeless. Tbe new ex- 
plosive is made in three- forms— liquid, 
gelatin and powder.

ed the other day fr«m the eighteenta 
annual' coaTention of the American 
National Association of Masters of 
Dancing, held in Toronto for six days 
recently, says the Baltimore American. 
The next coavention will be held in 
Milwaukee. Professor Bangert was 
unanimously re-elected president of the 
association in reward for his unremit- 
ting efforts to w4den its sphere of Influ- 
ence. 


Professor 
Bangert Is enUrariaBtic 


about the work of tlie association and 
said: 


"The meeting was full of magnificent 


ideas, and we adcpted a number of new 
figures. What might b« called the key- 
note of the meeting was a determina- 
tion to bring the lancers and the cotil- 
lon before the public more prominently 
during the coming winter. The New 
York and Saratoga lancers will receive 
especial attention, because we think it 
is a pity that that form of dancing has 
declined in favor In recent years. 


"Three new round dances were ac- 


cepted. They are the 'Ontario,' by H. 
L. Braun of Pittstrarg; the 'Sylph,' by 
Isadore Sampson of Lynn, Mass., and 
the 'Rainier,' by B. E. Collins of Seat- 
tle, Wash. Besides these we also ac- 
cepted a number of new figures In the 
square dances. 


"We expect to make these three 


dances popular, for we think they pos- 
sess elements which will maize them at- 
tractive to the public. Baltimore has 
never been much on anything except 
tie regular styles of dancing—the 
waltz, two step, lancers, schottlsh, etc. 
—bat few round dances are much usetl 
In the north, especially In the New 
England states, where something novel 
!s tried not only In the dancing schools, 
but by the general public. Such has 
never been the case- here, but we are 
going to try to bring about a reform In 
the conditions and see what can be 
done in the way of introducing a great- 
er variety. At least one of the new 
dances, tne-v/Gntario,' is quite simple 
and has features which should make it 
a go. This dance Is simple and neat, 
gives plenty of opportunity for the dis- 
play of grace, adapts steps already fa- 
miliar and Is easily learned. I shall 
teach it to my classes, and it will be 
taught by a great many other masters. 
The 'Ontario' is the-one of the three 
likely to make the most impression'on' 
the general run of people, while the' 
others are more oa the order of fancy 
dances. 


"Second in simplicity is the 'Sylph.' 


It Is longer than the 'Ontario' and em- 
braces more steps, which is apt to in- 
terfere with its popularity. Still I like 
the 'Sylph,' for it allo-ws the; performer 
to show all tie grace he or she may 
possess. I imagine that it will become 
a favorite with children's cjasses, for 
they can learn It easily and at tbe same 
time know tliat they are testing their 
abilities on a dance that Is a little out 
of the ordinary run. 
' 
< 


"The last'of the dapees accepted ia 


the 'Rainier.' I do not- suppose that it 
•will ever become a great rage with the 
majority of people, for it requires some 
effort to learn and is more involved 
than Is usually desirable when a cpu- 
ple desire to take a short turn around 
the floor. But with children I imagine 
that the 'Rainier' will be successful, as 
it furnishes a dance requiring study, 
which when learned will be attractive 
for exhibition purposes. 


"You must understand that these 


were not an the new dances that were 
laid before the convention, but they 
were all that were accepted, for our 
constitution provides tbat we shall offi- 
cially adopt but three each year. There 
were a number of others, some of them 
of vast merit, in both simple and com- 
plex figures, but these were chosen as 
the best and most artistic after careful 
discussion. 


"Besides 
the 
official adoption of 


round dances various suggestions were 
made of new figures in the square 
dances. These we do not officially 
adopt, but they are carefully noted and 
will be used by many of us. This is es- 
pecially true of the lancers, which we 
expect to improve quite a good deal. 


"Attention will be paid this winter to 


the New York lancers, which has never 
bad the hold in Baltimore its merits 
would warrant. There has been entire- 
ly too much tendency to romp through 
the lancers among Baltimore people, 
and for that reason It has been cut out 
of the lists at many affairs where it 
should have held a prominent place. 
Our object will be to bring about a 
greater degree of dignity and thereby 
restore the lancers to Its old position. 


"It Is not generally known how Im- 


portant a center of dancing Baltimore 
Is in regard to tbe percentage of en- 
thusiasts in its population, and we 
think it time that It came more to tbe 
front as an exponent of the higher and 
more artistic forms ov' tbe amusement, 
And it is with tbat Idea tbat I shall In- 
•truct my classes this winter."

City During the Past 


Few Weeks 


SIX FAMILIES DESERTED 


Five of the Cases are Similar in Their 


Circumstances and Several Fam- 


ilies are Destitute. One Man 


Thought to Have Joined 


the Circus 


An epidemic of runaway husbands 


Is apparently the very latest thing in 
North Adams. 
Within the last two 


monihs six 
husbands have left 
the 


city, disappearing as 
completely 
as 


though dropped from the earth, and ic 
only one case has the family left be- 
hind the slightest idea as to where the 
missing man could have gone to. It is 
believed that this ono left with Fore- 
paugh,& Sells brothers' circus when f 
was here. 
AH of the ?ix leave wivfs 


and families, 
several of which have 


become dependant on the city for sup-' 
port in consequence. 
All but one of 


the six have disappeared within a few 
weeks and the sixth left not 
more 


than two months ago. 


Although it is not an 
uncommon 


thing for a single disappearance to bt 
reported, it is' considered 
remarkable 


that so mariy should leave within so 
short a time of each other. Five of the 
men who have disappeared have been 
married only a few years, 
and there 


is apparently no reason why any of 
them should have chosen to disappear 
and leave thear families 
unprovided 


for. 


One uf th« six was a drinking man 


and had been married some years. His 
case-is more similar to the usual case 
of this kind than any of the other five. 


Of the five, however, 
no one was 


what would be called a heavy drinking 
man and all had 
apparently lived 


most happily with their families. 
In 


one 
Instance the wife says that her 


husband was always quiet and was at 
home nearly all the time when not at 
work. He never appeared under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and their married life 
was proving 
happy in the 
extreme. 


Suddenly 
he disappeared, leaving ab- 


solutely no trace behind. 
and since 


then she has been unable to l*arn a 
single fact that would throw the least 
light on his present whereabouts. 


The other four cases arc in most re- 


spects quite similar to this. All are un- 
usual in the fact that there is 
such 


conspicuous absence of reason for the 
disappearance. 


In the case where the husband and 


father is supposed to have gone with 
the circus the family have not been 
able to learn this definitely but from 
minor incidents that have since been 
learned 
it is believed by his friends 


that this was the cause of his dis- 
appearance. 


The wives wore unwilling to admit 


that they consider their husbands lost, 
all 
professing to hope that within a 


few days at least they will return. 


None of the cases are related, in a 


way that would lead to the belief that 
any of the men had gone away 
to- 


gether, their only connection 
being 


the similarity of the circumstances. 


Another case is almost as bad and 


which leaves the family unprovided fo: 
except as friends and the city 
help, 


is that in which a wife and family ar? 
left destitute by the drinking habits of 
the husband.

I 
suggest to myself when I retire that 
I will sleep well and awake in a re- 
freshing 
condition, the 
suggestion 


works like a charm. 


After taking my morning bath in 


cold water, I go into physical culture 
exercises for from ten to twenty min- 
utes, then I will walk a 
couple of 


miles. Arriving at my office, after at- 
tending to- my morning mail, I com- 
mence to perform my day's work, con- 
sisting of treating patients .interview- 
ing callers and writing magazine ar- 
ticles. I read considerable, and be- 
fore retiring about 9 o'clock, I exercise 
again, as in the morning, and if I 
have been very busy or if the weather 
has been extremely warm, I take an- 
other bath before I go to slepp. 


I make many valuable observations, 


both physical and psychological while 
I fast, which I make use of in treating 
my 
patients. Most 
people eat too 


much , at the wrong times and of the 
wrong food. Every child should be 
instructed in the laws of true living, 
then, and not until then, shaJl we have 
a happy, healthy, human family. This 
doctrine should be preached from the 
pulpit and in the schoolroom. 
The 


human body has been made purposely 
to be a house for the mind. Out of 
respect for the highest laws in nature 
and with a view to be able to fulfill our 
mission on earth, we should make an 
honest effort to make the human body 
as healthy as possible. 


Of course I am a vegetarian. I have 


never met a meat-eater who was wil- 
ling to fast. I have lived ,for months 
on preparations made 'of wheat and 
good water and eajoyed the very best 
of health. Dressing my body in sum- 
mer garments at a time when others 
used heavy clothes, I would never 
Cctch coid under these conditions. 


I am now on my ninth day's fast 


and so far have lost six pounds in 
flesh. If I can keep up this average I 
shall be very well satisfied.
